Another cause must surely also be the 
change of heart of the English people*and 
Government oh the subject of Irish inde- 
pendence. Professor Phillips characterises 
thé English change of front.as a “ great 
surrender.’’ It certdinly had that appear- 
ance; yet long before the war and tho 
Irish revolutionary movement Britain had 
been converted to the granting of self- 
government to Ireland. Independence was 
sure to come and to come sóon. Whether 
the revolution hastened its coming must 
ever be a matter of dispute. Perhaps, 't 
did so, but it was at a great price, and 
it is Ireland who has paid. ‘ihe revolu- 


; tion, stained as it was by deeds of blood- 


shed and vast material destruction, and 
volving moral damage to our youth, and 
the disruption of the country, has cost, 
and will cost, Ireland sere.

The increase 
compared with mid-July was mainly due to an 
jncrease in the food group principally caused 
by a rise in the retail price of eggs, milk, 
aud butter. Lhe corresponding figures for 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, as deter- 
mined by the Ministry of Labour, London, 
jor Ist July (169) and Ist October (175) also 
show a rise ot 6 points, almost altogether 
attributable to a rise in food prices.

Ernest Kahn and the wounding of David 
Miller at the corner of Stamer street, South 
Circular road, Dublin, at midnight’ on Wed- 
nesday last. . 

Ernest, Kahn, a Jew, aged 24, resided at 
36 Lennox street, and David Miller, also a 
Jew, aged 21, resided at 25 Victoria street, 
Dublin. Both were natives of the city. Mr. 
Kahn was employed as a clerk in the Tie 
ment of Agriculture, Upper Merrion street. 
The attack upon him Pr Mr. Miller, coming 
go g0on after the murder of Mr. Goldberg in 
St. Stephen’s Green, has caused a good deal 
of uneasiness among the Jewish community. 
Mr, Miller, in an interview yesterday, said 
that Mr. Kahn and he spent Wednesday even- 
ing at the Jewish Social Club, 3 Harrington 
street.

Sirn,—The quotation given by Major Bryan 
Cooper in the Ddil from the speech of “a Mr. 
Ouinn ” is inaccurate, and his interpretation 
of its implications is the direct. opposite of 
what the speech implied.

human skill have been able to make it. No other nation which participated 
in the war has even attempted such a task. War memorials have sprung 
up throughout the world; but it has been left to Ireland to perpetuate the 
names of her sons who died on a hundred battlefields for freedom with the 
name of their motherland on their lips. ~The Committee has taken care that 
the records shall be worthy of the names which they enshrine. The 
volumes are masterpieces of Irish artistry. Mr. Harry Clarke, who has been 
responsible for the illumination of the pages, has excelled: himself in beauty 
of craftsmanship. Into eight designs he has woven an epic imagery of war. 
No detail has been too small to be included, and he has brought the style of 
the old Celtic school into complete harmony with his portrayal of the most 
‘modern engines of war, 

In the second of the pages which we reproduce, we find in the top left- 
hand corner the badge of the Royal Field Artillery, and at the bottom the 
badge of the 8th Royal Irish Hussars. On the right-hand side are the 
badges of the Tank Corps and the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
while towards the right of the top border is the. medal 
of the Distinguished ' Service Order. The . design is: completed 
by the Madonna and Child on the one side and ‘the Cross of Sacrifice 


on the other, and the silhouette of a soldier at a comrade’s grave, with its . 


little wooden cross, against which a steel helmet has been laid, gives an 
element of poignancy to the whole. The designs on the other pages include 
the badges of all the Irish and some of the British regiments. They depict 
trenches, tanks, Lewis guns, aeroplanes and seaplanes, howitzers, machine 
guns, transport ships, and even the broken spur. Suvla Bay and Chocolate
